7. The transport system according to claim 5, wherein the microtiter 
plates are transported by means of revolving tables with sliding units. 

8. The transport system according to claim 5, wherein at least one of 
the modules is connected with a local computer with externally standardized interface 
and the transport and/or processing and/or loading and/or optical readout are/is 
controlled by a master computer via these interfaces. --
